A Night Voyage on the Suez 
Canal.

We boarded a steam launch by no 
means large enough to accommodate 
us, aged then, pvnna in a close, stuffy 
cabin or sitting ther on the windy 
sg OSE ee rushed through the canal at

The 
lake, through which we entered the 
canal, was soon crossed, and we found 
ourselves skimming over the deep blue 
waters, with high sand banks on each 
side of us, we all looked about us with 
‘intense curiosity, for it was our first 
sight of one of the wonders of the 
modern world.
